And will therefore be fo far from affording 
any Argument againft the Ufefulnefs of 2 Reli- 
gious Education, that, on the contrary, it will 
fone the more plainly to prove the Advantage 
I hall not need to ſay, what a fad Neglect 

of good Inftruétion did for. many Years prevail 
among us. How little Care was taken not only 
by thoſe of the meaneft Degree, (tho’ by them 
more eſpecially,) but by too many of a higher 
Rank, of the Education of their Children. 
How inftead of being taught of God; bred up 
to the Knowledge of their Duty to Him, and 
in a confcientious Regard to the Practice of 
it; they, were either altogether un-inftructed 

in the Principles of Religion; or rather, were 
encoutaged, by the ill Examples of thoſe with 
whom they converſed, to deſpiſe both the 
thoſe things which were deſtructive to their 
Salvation. But fure I am, whofoever ſhall 
conſider how ſtrangely our Youth was neg- 
lected in this particular; what little Regard 
both Parents, and Maſters of Families, were 
wont to have of their Children, and Servants, 
a8 to their 1 of their Duty to God, 
and their conſtant fulfilling of it, may juſtly 
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the Complaint which God 
fore made againſt the ‘Jews,’ might but too 


juftly have been apply d ta our ſelves;

— iy to their Piety, Virtue, and honeſt Live- 
Tis alfo as plain and evident, That Piety, Vir- 


an honeſt Wa Living, are not only 
of abfolnte Necefi — — their Happinefs both Here * Hereafter; 
but are neceſſary alſo te the Eaſe and Security of all other People 


whatfoever: For as much as there is no Body but may ſtand in 
need of their Help, or be liable to receive Injuries from them. 
But that which ought more efpecially to be the Be inning 

and End of Chriftian harity, is the Glory of God, and the 
of Mankind. And thefe great and moft defirable Ends cannot 
be by private Perfons more univerfally and eſffectually fecu 
then io Contributing to the Chriftian Education and 
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Therefore there having of late been feveral Schools, called 
CHARITY-SCHOOLS, Erected for that purpofe ; namely, For 
the Education of Poor Children, in the Knowledge and Practice of the 
Chriftian Religion, as Profef{s'd-and Taught in the Church of England, 
and for Teaching them [uch other Things as are moſt ſuitable to their: 
Condition: It may be of Uſe to give a hort Account ot them, and 
to thew how they have been Erected, and are Governed: That 
other People feeing the Pratticablene/s, as well as Charity and Uſe- 
fulnefs thereof, may be moved to increafe the Number of them. 

The Ereéting of theſe Schools hath been fometimes propos'd 
by the Minifter to fome of his Parifh , and ſometimes by 2 or 
3 Perfons of a Place, to the Minifter of the Parifh, and ſuch o- 
thers as they thought would join with them. And when 4 or 

| 5 had thereon, their Way was, to expref$ in few Lines (4) 
(a) A Form the Neceflity and Ufefulnefs of the Defign on a Roll of Parch- 
whereof is in ment, and Subfcribe thereto ſuch Sums as each of them thought 
the Appendix. fit to pay Yearly (during Pleaſure) towards the Charge: And 
enerally the Minifter Subfcrib’d firſt. And the en. 
ſet on Foot, they fhew’d the Roll to others, and thoſe to others, 
_ who Subfcrib’d alſo as they thought fit. So that when the De- 
ſign became pretty well known, it commonly met with fo good 
Succefs, that the Subfcribers have been able to fet up a School 
in about 7 or 8 Months Time. After a competent Sum of Mo- 
ney Suhſeribed, the next Thing the Subferibers, did, was 
to agree upon, and fettle certain Rules and Orders for the 
Governing theſe Schools, for the better effecting the End of the 
Charity, and eafier managing the fame, to the Satisfaction of 
all concern’d, and without giving Offene. 
Where Subfcriptions bave not been ſufficient for Supporting 
theſe Schools, it has been uſual in ſome Places to have Sermons 
pteach’d once a Year or oftner, ſhewing the Neceſſity and Uſe- 
fulneſs of this Charity, and to have Collections made at the 
Church - Door for that purpoſe after Semen. 

At St. Katherine’s by the Tower in London, Two of the Tru- 
ſtees are commonly chofe Collectors of the Land Tax, and gie the 
Foundage to the School; wherefore the other Truſtees affift 
them in Collecting by Turns. They have Lent-Sermons at this, 
and the Pariſh of St. James Clerkenwell,’ with Collections at the 
Church Doors, appropriated to the Charity-Schools; they alſo 

Farm the Lamps in the Pariſh of St. Katherine’s, and give the 
Profits thereof to the Schools; in which laſt Particular the Pa- 
rifh of St. Paul ‘Shadwell follow their Example 

Next to the many Lectures that are preached in and about 
London, nothing has tended fo much to increaſe the Number of 
them, as the publick Examination of the Children in their 

Schools; where, at certain Times, the Children of each School 
Aare ezamined as to their Improvement in Spelling and Reading 
| ane 
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and efpecially as to their Knowledge of the Poctrines of ‘our 
moft Holy Religion, and of the feveral Scripture Reafons per- 
fuading to the Beliefand Pra@ticeofthem. = 
When the Monies Subſcribed or Collected, have been more 


than fufficient to defray the ordinary Charge of a School, the O- 


verplus has been apply’d fometimes to increafe the Number of 
Schools in the fame Place, or the Number of the Scholars ; fome- 


times to put out Children Apprentices, as appears by the Ac- 


count annexed ; and ſometimes to purchaſe Lands for the fame 
Ufes, as in White-Chappel , fometimes it is laid out in fitting up 
and Building School-Houfes and Work-Houſes, and finding 
Work and Implements, as at Lime houfe, Greenwich, &c. and par- 

ticularly at St. Margaret's Weftminfter, where a Propofal having 
been made to the FVeſtry about 1701, they agreed to let the 
Truftees of the Grey-Coat-School have a large Honfe belonging to 
the Parifh, Rent-free for 7 Years, and to let them have as many 
of the Parifh Children (with the uſual Penfions they gave to 
their Nurſes) as the Truffees would undertake to maintain and 
employ with Work. Whereupon the Traftees took in the 50 
Boys belonging to the Charity-School, and at feveral times after- 
ward, fo many Boys and Girls, as have fince enereas d the Num- 
ber of Children to about 130, on the Parifh Account, and have 
fet them all to Work; fome upon Spinning of Wool, others up- 
on 2 and making of Shoes, others upon Sewing and Knitting, 
Kc. and the Income of the Charity, and their Earnings, are ap- 

ply’d to find them in Diet, Lod 42 * Neceſſaries; the 

Management whereof has ff ed ſo well, that, in order to lay 
amore folid Foundation for its Support and Maintenance, Her 
late Majefty was pleasd, in the sh Year of Her Reign, to In- 
corporate the ſaid School, and to make the Truſtees one Body 
Politick, by the Name of The Governours of the Grey:CoatsHofpi- 

tal in Tothill Fields of the Royal Foundation of QUEEN ANNE. 
And this Advantage hath attended this and other Foundations of 
the like Kind, that the Children, both Boys and Girls, are ac- 
cuftomed to Labour, and thereby better fitted to be put out as 
Servants or Apprentices.
